Chloride Redin White Free Flowing Powder (other 
than Paste ior Battery Grade) from Argentina, 
Brazil, Mexico, South Korea and the United States, 
is being, or js likely to be sold in the Republic of 
India at less than normal value vnthin the meaning 
Of Rule 5 road with Rule 17 thereof and that these 
imports arte materially injuring or mrealening material 
injury to an industry iin the Republic of India. 

2. The petitioner has stated that it has standing 
to file a written request on behalf of the effected 
domestic industry.

.Poly Vinyl Resin is a thermoplistic raw jnaterial 
which is produced by poiymeristinlg Vinyl Chloride 
Monomer (VCM), under controlled operating condi¬ 
tions. VCM in turn can be produced fr®m various 
routes^—the most popular being from ethylene and 
chlorine. The reaction of ethylene and chlorine 
yields ethylene didhloride whicH after thermal 
cracking produces VCM. In India is produced 
by. employing the, combination of ©ihylene and ctilor- 
rihe, ethylene jteing deitived both frejm Napllha crack¬ 
ing as well as industrial alcbohall VCM is also 
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bein^ produced utilising the )power intensive calcium 
carbide route. Ploy "S iuyal Chloride is produ¬ 
ced by various processes, such as emlusion, 
suspension, mass|bulk; and solution process. The 
main Poly Vinyl chloride resin characteristic is eva¬ 
luated by a property known as mnlecidur W'.-ight 
and represented as K value. This K value varies 
over a wide range, however, the major consumption 
in the Republic of India is of grades which fall in the 
range betweeu 55 and 75. The scope of the pedtio;n 
covers this grade by of Poly Vinyl Chroride resin.

entry. According to the petitioner, the price quotations 
arc for subject merchandise which was sold in the 
Republic of India after importation, by or for the 
account of thy exporter, and therefore, petitioner has 
calculatcdi export sale prices based on C&F port 
of entry price. 


The petitioner alleges dumping margins aii 51,8) 
per cent for Argentijaa, 42.86 per cent for Brazil 
38.46 per cent for Maxico, 26,15 per cent from 
South Korea and 29.57 per cent from the United 
States. 

The petitioner also alleges that the cstablishiri;:nt 
of new capacity by the domestic industry in the 
Republic of India to meet cho domestic demand will 
get severely all'ected lea.ding to drastic reduction in 
the level of copacity utilisation. 

There is a reasolnablg indication that imports of 
lA>ly Vinyl Chloride Resin White Flowing Powder 
(other than Paste or Battery Grade) from Argcnfiina, 
Brazil, Mexico, South Korea and the United States 
are materially injuring, or threatrdning material injury 
to a Republic of India Mduittry. 

Therefore 1 am initiatiing anti-dumping inves¬ 
tigation as to the existence, degree and effect of 
alleged dumping of the said article.
